Kidnap of lottery

West Germany has world’s 
richest currency reserve 


ZURICH (UPI). — West Germany 
is by far the world’s richest nution, 
with double the mcnétary reserves 
of the US. the Union Bank of 
Switzerland said yesterday. 

The bank, Switzerland's largest, 
said Saudi Arabia is in third place, 
with Japan fourth and Switzerland 
fifth, Its Usting, which excluded 
Comraunist states, also showed that 
the oil countries now have a fifth 
of the world's money. 

According to the bank, the in- 
dustrial countries at the end cf 
1974 had monetary reserves totalling 
$141,000m. or 64.5 per cent of the 
total. . 

The Union Bank said its Hst did 
not include any developing coun- 
tries aside from those in OPC. It 
added that it had also excluded 
some nations, such as Spain and 
Po: which are in an inbe- 
tween and can be consi- 
dered neither as developing or as 


fully industrialized countries. 

The bank said several Communist 
countries, especially the Soviet Union 
and East Germany, would also have 
been placed high, but were not in- 
cluded because the exact amounts of 
their reserves are not known.
